The Palatine village board meets 
Monday night to receive bids for 
the proposed new village hall and 
pumping station. These bids, if ac­ 
cepted, means that 
a 
municipal 
building, costing upwards of $30,- 
000 will be erected two blocks from 
the business section. It means that 
the fire fighting equipment will be 
on one end of town, instead of cen­ 
trally located.
